Carter, Ford plan orderly transfer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jimmy Carter, 
the victorious challenger, and Gerald Ford, 
the vanquished President, both exhausted 
by their battle for the White House, are 
planning vacations before the rites of pas­ 
sage that mark the transfer of presidential 
power. 
Carter was meeting today with Vice 
President-elect Walter F. Mondale, who 
scheduled a flight to Plains, Ga., for their 
first conference since the election. 
Hie 52-year-old Georgia peanut farmer 
and former governor, who spent nearly two 
years in his pursuit of the White House, said 
as he claimed his victory in the wee hours of 
Wednesday morning that he was pledging 
himself to * ‘the unification of our country.” 
It will be up to the two winners, their 
staffs and the staff of Ford’s White House to 
work out details of the transfer of the 
control of government from the defeated 
Republican president to the victorious 
presidentelect. 
The margin of victory was a narrow one, 
and a final tabulation of the electoral vote 
still could not be made more than 24 hours 
after the final vote had been cast. 
While the principals in the fight for the 
right to lead the United States into its third 
century accepted the results of Tuesday’s 
election and planned for the orderly tran­ 
sfer of power, vote counting continued in 
widely scattered areas. 
In two states, Ohio with 26 electoral votes 
and Oregon with six, the results in the 
presidential race remained too close to call. 
Carter had such narrow leads in both states 
that his advantage in either could be over­ 
turned by absentee ballots still being

But the balloting in neither state could 
change the outcome of the election, which 
Carter had won in the early hours of 
Wednesday. Without counting the two states 
still listed as uncertain, Carter carried 22 
states,, and the District of Columbia with a 
total of 272 electoral votes, two more than 
the 270 needed for election. 
Ford carried 26 states with a total of 235 
electoral votes. 
Here was the popular vote total with all 
the nation’s precincts reporting: 
Carter 40,263,549 or 51 per cent. 
Ford 38,512,666 or 48 per cent. 
The numbers indicated that 53 per cent of 
the Americans who were eligibile to vote in 
Tuesday’s election cast 
ballots, 
con­ 
tradicting predictions that apathy was the 
ruling factor and projections that voter 
turnout would be a record low. 
The number of voters who did show up at 
the polls turned out to be the smallest 
number since 1948. 
Ford and Carter, showing the strain of the 
long campaign, begin their holidays this 
weekend. 


Carter said his first task would be “the 
unification of our country after a close and 
hardfought election.” He expressed his 
gratitude for Ford’s pledge of "complete 
and whole-hearted support. ” 
Meanwhile, Carter planned to receive a 
blueprint made up by his key advisers to 
ease the change of adminisrations. Among 
the recommendations is that Carter desert 
his Plains home for most of each week and 
set up offices almost at once in Washington. 
Carter already has said he plans to set up 
a transitional office in Washington right 
away. 
President Ford publicly conceded dfeat 
shortly after noon on Wednesday. Earlier in 
the day he had called Carter in Plains 
tocongratulate him. 
But Ford supporters said the President’s 
voice was so hoarse from his campaign 
efforts that his chief of staff, Richard Che­ 
ney, had to relay the message. 
Carter, in a statement from Plains, said, 
“I deeply appreciate the President’s call 
and his gracious expression of con­ 
gratulations and cooperation. I expressed 
my admiration for him and for the strong, 


wellplanned and effective campaign that he 
ran.” 
Carter said he would take full advantage 
of Ford’s offer of cooperation during the 
transition period. 
In Washington, his voice barely above a 
whisper, Ford told reporters at the White 
House that in the 78 days until Carter’s 
inauguration on Jan. 20 “there’s a lot of 
work to do and we’re going to keep on doing 
it.” 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford plans to continue pursuing an 
arms limitation agreement with the Soviet 
Union as well as peace initiatives in the 
Middle East and Southern Africa. 
On domestic policy, Nessen nojfed that the 
outgoing president still has responsibility 
for submitting a proposal for a fiscal 1978 
budget to Congress shortly after it convenes 
in January. 
After that, Ford, who spent 25 years in 
Congress before being elevated to the White 
House after the resignation of Richard 
Nixon, has no definite plans, Nessen said. 
“He’s talked of an interest in teaching 
political science at a university,” Nessen 
said. 
Ford plans to leave Sunday for a week- 
long vacation in Palm Springs, Calif. 
Mondale and Carter have talked on the 
telephone but have not seen each other since 
the balloting. 


Mondale was in Minneapolis on Wed­ 
nesday, where he said the efforts toward a 
government transition were well underway. 
He said he planned on having a "significant 
role” in Carter’s administration. 
After spending the day relaxing with his 
family, the vice president-elect met with 
reporters and said he hoped to work ef­ 
fectively with the Senate, which will be 
made up largely of fellow Democrats. 
There was one quick negative reaction to 
Carter’s election. Wall Street analysts said 
the stock market, with its normal GOP 
leanings, was jolted by the Democratic win. 
They blamed a 16-point decline in the Dow 
Jones average on the Carter election. The 
market cut those losses by almost half that 
amount by the time trading ended. 
Sen. Bob Dole of Kansas, the losing vice 
presidential candidate, 
returned to 
Washington on Wednesday. He said he 
doesn’t believe the defeat of the Ford4-Dole 
ticket is a sign the country is moving left­ 
ward politically. 
"The majority of the country is moderate 
to conservative,” Dole told a news con­ 
ference. “Southern pride prevailed, not 
liberalism.’’ 
When Carter takes office in January, it 
will put the Democrats in control of the two 
elected branches of the federal government 
for the first time since 1969, when Democrat 


Lyndon B. Johnson turned over the White 
House to Richard M. Nixon, a Republican 
whose party was the minority in Congress. 


The party lineup in the Senate remained 
62 Democrats to 38 Republicans following 
Tuesday’s elections, even though there was 
an unusually high turnover among senators. 
Seventeen new senators will take seats in 
January, 
eight Democrats 
and 
nine 
Republicans. Eight of the new faces will re­ 
place veterans who didn’t run for re- 
election. But the other nine defeated in­ 
cumbents. 


In the House, Democrats may add as 
many as three seats to the 290 to 145 
majority they held in the last Congress. 
Five House races are not decided. The 
Democrats hold a slim lead in four of those. 
In races decided so far, the lineup is 288 
Democrats and 142 Republicans. 
The Democrats picked up one more 
governship to bring their total to 37. There 
now are only 12 Republican governors and 
one independent. 
But the Republicans won the guber­ 
natorial race in the biggest state that 
elected a chief executive on Tuesday. 
James Thompson, a former prosecutor, 
won big in Illinois to give control of that 
state's administration back to the GOP 
after four years in Democratic hands.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher coats for 
automobiles, fuel and other industrial goods 
boosted wholesale prices by six-tenths of a 
per cent in October, marking the second 
consecutive big monthly increase, the 
government said today. 
The rise was smaller than the nine-tenths 
of a per cent increase in September, but still 
was the third-sharpest monthly increase 
this year and by no means good news for the 
incoming Carter administration. 
Only a decline in agricultural prices kept 
the wholesale price index from rising more 
sharply. 
The Labor Department said industrial 
prices surged 1 per cent higher last month, 
the largest one-month increase since last 
October when they rose 1.2 per cent. Thee 
prices have continued rising at a rapid rate 
since last June. 
Economists are usually more concerned 
about price trends for industrial com­ 
modities as an indication of the underlying 
inflationary pressures in the economy since 
they are less volatile than farm prices. 
Farm prices were down 1.2 per cent in 
October after rising 1.9 per cent in Sep­ 
tember. They had declined in both July and 
August. Prices for processed foods and 
feeds also dropped in October, declining 
seven-tenths of a per cent. 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 185.2 
in October, meaning that goods selling for 
$100 at wholesale in 1967 now cost $185.20 
Wholesale price changes usually are 
reflected, after a lag, in consumer prices, 


although the linkage is not precise. 
October's six-tenths of a per cent increase, 
adjusted for seasonal factors, translate into 
an annual rate of 7 4 per cent. In absolute 
terms, wholesale prices rose three-tenths of 
a per cent last month. 
The latest price report indicated that 
inflationary pressures are still strong in the 
economy. 
Most economists believe that inflation as 
measured by consumer prices will increase 
about 5 to6 per cent this year. That would be 
a slight improvement from the 7 per cent 
rate in 1975 but still would be high by 
historic standards 
The surge in industrial prices reflected 
hikes 
in 
transportation 
equipment, 
especially the 1977 model cars and trucks 
Most vehicles and other equipment rose in 
cost 3.6 per cent last month, the government 
said. 
Sharp increases also were reported for 
most 
fuel 
products, 
including 
crude 
petroleum and natural gas Prices also rose 
for lumber and wood products, rubber, 
machinery and metal products 
Declining prices for hogs and grains led 


the 1.2 per cent drop in farm prices. Oil 
seeds and cocoa bean prices also declined 
last month following big increases in 
September These more than offset in­ 
creases for cattle, eggs, coffee and ruits and 
vegetables 
Especially significant for future trends 
was the 4 per cent price increase for crude 
materials in October. Price movements for 
these materials, the first step in the price 
chain, usually signal broader trends several 
months in advance. 
Wholesale prices of consumer foods — 
basically the prices paid by supermarkets 
— declined four-tenths of a per cent 
following an increase in September and 
three consecutive months of decline in the 
summer 
Over the past 12 months, wholesale prices 
have risen 3.5 per cent, the smallest 12- 
month increase since November, 1971, when 
they rose 3.3 per cent during a period of 
government controls. 
Industrial prices have risen 6.6 per cent 
over the past year while farm prices were 
5.4 per cent lower and processed foods and 
feeds were down 6.1 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Jim m y Carter, 
the victorious challenger, and Gerald Ford, 
the vanquished President, both exhausted 
by their battle for the White House, are 
planning vacations before the rites of pas­ 
sage that m ark the transfer of presidential 
power. 
C arter was meeting today with Vice 
President-elect W alter F. Mondale, who 
scheduled a flight to Plains, Ga , for their 
first conference since the election. 
The 52-year-old Georgia peanut farm er 
and form er governor, who spent nearly two 
years in his pursuit of the White House, said 
as he claimed his victory in the wee hours of 
Wednesday m orning that he was pledging 
himself to “ the unification of our country.” 
It will be up to the two winners, their 
staffs and the staff of Ford's White House to 
work out details of the transfer of the 
control of government from the defeated 
Republican 
president to the victorious 
presidentelect. 
The m argin of victory was a narrow one, 
and a final tabulation of the electoral vote 
still could not be made more than 24 hours 
after the final vote had been cast 
While the principals in the fight for the 
right to lead the United States into its third 
century accepted the results of Tuesday’s 
election and planned for the orderly tran­ 
sfer of power, vote counting continued in 
widely scattered areas. 
In two states, Ohio with 26 electoral votes 
and Oregon with six, the results in the 
presidential race remained too close to call. 
C arter had such narrow leads in both states 
that his advantage in either could be over­ 
turned by absentee ballots still being 


tallied 
But the balloting in neither state could 
change the outcome of the election, which 
C arter had won in the early hours of 
Wednesday. Without counting the two states 
still listed as uncertain, C arter carried 22 
states and the D istrict of Columbia with a 
total of 272 electoral votes, two more than 
the 270 needed for election. 
Ford carried 26 states with a total of 235 
electoral votes. 
Here was the popular vote total with all 
the nation’s precincts reporting; 
C arter 40,263,549 or 51 percent. 
Ford 38,512,666 or 48 per cent. 
The num bers indicated that 53 per cent of 
the Am ericans who were eligibile to vote in 
Tuesday’s 
election 
cast 
ballots, 
con­ 
tradicting predictions that apathy was the 
ruling factor and projections that voter 
turnout would be a record low. 
The num ber of voters who did show up at 
the polls turned out to be the sm allest 
num ber since 1948 
Ford and C arter, showing the strain of the 
long cam paign, begin their holidays this

WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher coats for 
automobiles, fuel and other industrial goods 
boosted wholesale prices by six-tenths of a 
per cent in October, marking the second 
consecutive big monthly 
increase, the

The rise was sm aller than the nine-tenths 
of a per cent increase in Septem ber, but still 
w as the third-sharpest monthly increase 
this year and by no means good news for the 
incoming C arter administration 
Only a decline in agricultural prices kept 
the wholesale price index from rising more 
sharply. 
The Labor Departm ent said industrial 
prices surged 1 per cent higher last month, 
the largest one-month increase since last 
October when they rose 1.2 per cent Thee 
prices have continued rising at a rapid rate 
since last June 
Economists are usually more concerned 
about price trends for industrial com ­ 
modities as an indication of the underlying 
inflationary pressures in the economy since 
they are less volatile than farm prices 
F arm prices were down 12 per cent in 
October after rising 19 per cent in Sep­ 
tem ber They had declined in both July and 
August. Prices for processed foods and 
feeds also dropped in October, declining 
seven-tenths of a per cent

My opponent 
decided to use these private 
conversations against me which 
I consider despicable. I should 
have been suspicious when I 
kissed Lizzie on the ear and 
discovered a small microphone 
stuck in it. But when you’re in 
the heat of a campaign you don’t 
think 
about

things. 
Besides, I promised Lizzie no 
more 
and 
no 
less 
than 
I 
promised the voters. Most of 
what the public heard about the 
tapes was taken out of context. 
All they read was what 
I 
promised Lizzie, and not what I 
promised the country.” 
Archibald 
Blandanna, 
who 
lost his seat in Congress, was 
another bitter loser. “ I would 
have won it if my opponent had 
played fair. But he made capital 
out of the fact that I had ac­ 
cepted a «0,000 gift in cash from 
the South Korean government. 
The truth is that I turned down 
the gift, so Tong Pong Long, a 
very dear friend of ours, gave it

THE REAL CHALLENGE 
AND PROMISE OF 
SPACE 
One does not have to be very 
old to remember when it was a 
minor miracle for a rocket to 
leave its launching pad suc­ 
cessfully. So far have we come 
in two short decades that the 
technological feat of sending a 
complex array of instruments 
across hundreds of millions of 
miles of space to land on another 
planted is taken for granted. 
But that is the way it has 
always been. 
When Orville Wright soared 
120 feet in 1903 in the first 
powered aircraft, that was a 
m iracle. Today, 
the daily 
transoceanic flights of sleek jets 
transporting 
thousands 
of 
people is routine. 
When Russia orbited the first 
artificial satellite in 1957, that 
was a miracle. Today, 
the 
launching of yet another com­ 
munications or weather satellite 
scarcely rates notice in the 
newspapers 
We can see the 
entire North American con­ 
tinent and its changing cloud 
patterns 
every 
night 
on 
television and think nothing of it. 
The fact that men have left their 
footprints on the moon is almost 
ancient history. 
The discovery of one of the 
Viking probes of evidence of life 
on Mars would, no doubt, do 
much to shake the public out of 
the “apathy” of which some 
NASA 
scientists 
have 
com­ 
plained. That would be another 
miracle. 
But even then, proof that 
organic molecules or organic 
processes similar to those on 
earth are present on another 
planet would quickly come to be 
accepted. 
What 
would 
be 
significant 
about 
such 
a 
discovery would not be the 
discovery itself nor the impetus 
it would give to space ex­ 
ploration. It would be the subtle 
yet profound influence it would 
have over the long range on 
man’s view of himself and his 
place in the universe, just as 
what was significant about the 
Wright biplane and Sputnik I 
were the new doors they opened 
for human adventure. 
The odds are great, however, 
that we will never find life in this 
solar system— certainly not 
intelligent 
life, 
though 
few 
scientists can bring themselves 
to believe that out of all the 
billions 
upon 
billions 
of 
suspected planets in just our 
own 
galaxy, 
sentient, 
self- 
conscious life has arisen on only 
one. 
It really doesn’t matter. One 
thing we can be sure of is that 
there will one day be life outside 
the earth because men will take 
it there— slowly, hesitantly, but 


inevitably. There are worlds 
enough, and time. Space is, 
indeed, the “new ocean” of 
which John F. Kennedy spoke 
and we have fairly embarked 
upon it. There can be no turning 
back. 
The next century will be the 
great age of colonization of 
earth’s immediate vicinity and 
its nearer neighbors in space. 
First, 
permanently 
manned 
satellites in earth orbit: then a 
gigantic 
habitat 
suspended 
between earth and the moon; 
later the first human visitation 
to Mars and a permanent colony 
on the planet, along with ex­ 
ploration of all the planets. 
Beyond that we enter the 
realm 
of 
science 
fiction: 
planetary 
engineering 
to 
remake the airless moon and 
barren 
Mars 
into 
more 
hospitable abodes for earth- 
originated life, and then on some 
distant day the sending of the 
first space ark bearing human 
seed on a generations- long 
voyage to another star system. 
There are challenges enough 
to occupy the imaginations and 
energies of men for centuries to 
come, and how petty the con­ 
flicts and concerns of the 20th 


century will seem to those who 
will be engaged in meeting these 
challenges. 
Therein, perhaps, lies the real 
promise of space— that in 
reaching 
out 
to 
the 
stars 
mankind will learn to see earth 
in its true cosmic perspective 
and achieve 
a better un­ 
derstanding of itself, and finally 
create that world of peace and 
love and happiness that has so 
long eluded it.

BOMBER IN HANDS 
OF NEXT PRESIDENT 
In passing the $104 billion 
defense appropriations bill the 
U.S. Senate also approved an 
am endm ent 
postponing 
a 
decision on mass producing the 
controversial B- 1 bomber until 
after the next 
president is 
inaugurated. 
Fate of the B- 1 remains un­ 
certain, however. The House is 
on record in two recent votes for 
going ahead with production in 
November, 
as 
originally 
scheduled. 


To say that the B- 1 is con­ 
troversial is to put it mildly. 
Since the initial contract was 
signed in 1969- 70 with Rockwell 
International, 
the 
plane’s 
designer, cost of the bomber has 
soared from around $32 million a 
copy to an estimated $88 million, 
reports 
B arron’s 
financial 
weekly. 
Total 
cost 
of 
die 
program, 
including research 
and development, has jumped 
from about $10 billion sue years 
ago to $23 billion today, and 
som e critics say it could 
eventually cost $100 billion. 
Not only that, but the plane as 
now blueprinted is less than the 
aircraft proposed in the late 
1960s to replace the nation’s 
aging fleet of B- 52s. It is slower 
(1.6 times the speed of sound 
versus twice the speed of sound 
in the original specifications), 
heavier by 30,000 pounds and 
thus more expensive to operate 
and with a shorter range, and 
operationally deficient. 
In the three prototypes that 
have been built so far, at a cost 
of $1 billion each, it has been 
discovered 
that 
the plane’s 
secondary power system for 
faster takeoffs is faulty, it 
suffers excessive buffeting and 
vibration at high speeds, its 
wing flaps and slats have failed 
to extend properly in all tests, its 
engine blades have cracked 
under high heat and access 
doors have occasionally popped 
off, among other problems. 
These difficulties 
are not 
“mere kinks” that need to be 
ironed out but are faults in the 
integral features of the air­ 
craft’s design, says Barron’s. 
All this, plus doubts about the 
need for a new manned bomber 
in an age of strategic missiles, 
has led some critics to urge that 
the B -1 be dropped forthwith so 
that the nation can cut its costs. 
But even if the B- 1 program 
were to be scrapped today, it 
would cost taxpayers 
an ad­ 
ditional $100 million in can­

to 
Rockwell 
International.

U.S. SOIL

WASHINGTON - In past 
columns, we have exposed the 
close ties between the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) and 
some 
of 
the 
world’s 
most 
notorious secret police. These 
foreign 
police, 
we charged, 
operate inside the United States 
with the full knowledge and 
cooperation of the CIA. 
Intelligence sources tell us 
that the CIA has even condoned 
violations of U.S. laws by such 
police agencies as Chile’s DINA 
and South Korea’s KCIA. The 
CIA, in turn, is allowed to 
operate in their countries on the 
same basis. 
For example, 
the Iranian 
secret police force, SAVAK, was 
actually organized and trained 
ay the CIA. SAVAK’s 
bag of 
tricks, like the CIA's, includes 
illegal break-ins, wiretaps and 
forgeries. SAVAK agents, like 
their CIA counterparts, also 
hide behind various “covers.” 
Most SAVAK agents in this 
country pretend to be diplomats. 
They operate under the direc­ 
tion of Mansur Rafizadeh, who 
claims to be an “attache” with 
Iran’s United Nations mission. 
Documents from 
SAVAK’s 
own secret files, obtained by 
trusted sources and verified by 
other reliable sources, describe 
how its agents have the run of 
Iranian 
embassies and con­ 
sulates around the world. 
A secret memorandum to all 
Iran’s ambassadors, signed by 
Foreign Ministar Abbas Ali 
Khalatbari, instructs them to 
“treat (SAVAK agents) as you 
do other members of the con­ 
sulate.” 
SAVAK operatives “should be 
allowed to attend all meetings 
which 
are 
regularly held,” 
directs the foreign minister, ” ... 
so that they would be informed 
of the current affairs of the 
embassy.” 
Cn 
a 
recent 
occasion, 
a 
SAVAK agent in diplomatic 


disguise got carried away and 
granted an 
interview to a 
reporter. He received a secret 
reprimand from Tehran. 
The secret message com­ 
plained that he had given the 
reporter his “real name and 
submitted 
information which 
was not advisable to mention.” 
Future interviews, declared the 
message, “should either 
be 
handled by the ambassador or 
the person in charge.” 


uniy in an emergency, when a 
legitim ate 
diplom at 
is 
unavailable, 
can 
SAVAK 
agents now speak to the press. 
But they must use “an assumed 
nam e” 
and 
m ake 
sure 
headquarters 
is 
“consulted 
beforehand.” 
The secret SAVAK papers 
indicate that the agents spend 
much of their time recruiting 
informants. One memorandum 
from Tehran warns 
SAVAK 
agents of the dangers of paying 
informants by checks, which 
can be traced too easily. This 
makes the “security of the 
operations 
and 
sources 
vulnerable,” 
cautions 
the 
memo. 
Therefore, the memo adds, it 
will 
be 
“ necessary 
for 
operational leaders to make 
arrangements to travel to their 
respective 
territories ... in 
order 
to 
pay 
the sources’ 
salaries and 
operations 
ex­ 
penses in cash.” 
Most 
SAVAK 
informants, 
according to our sources, are 
used 
to 
infiltrate 
dissident 
student groups such as the 
World Confederation of Iranian 
Students (National Union). This 
is the group that occupied the 
Iranian embassy in Geneva last 
June and staged a noisy protest 
in Baltimore against the award 
of an honorary doctorate degree 
to the shah’s sister by Johns 
Hopkins University.

PALACIOS

The conference will deal with such issues as human 
rights, disarmament, international programs and “the 
Christian response to third-world problems,” says 
Fredrik Franklin, secretary- general of the Alliance, 
which is headquartered in Geneva, Switzerland, and is 
the co-ordinating body for YMCAs in 88 countries. 
Speaking on behalf of the host country, Robert W. 
Harlan, executive director of the U.S. National Council of 
YMCAs, says that “in today’s interdependent world, we 
see peace as the essential ingredient in the enormous 
task of upgrading the quality of life around the world. 
That is why the YMCA of the U.S.A. has set as one of its 
national goals to work with people of other lands to build 
international understanding and world peace. This 
conference provides us with an opportunity to work 
toward this goal.” 
But why Palacios, a smallmultiracial community on 
the Gulf of Mexico? 
One reason, says Harlan, is the opportunity it will give 
international delegates to see a side of America they may 
know little about. Another, is the Texas-style enthusiasm 
of the townspeople of Palacios, who are going all-out to 
ensure the conference’s success.

LATEST IN 
TIN HATS

THE REAL CHALLENGE 
\M> PROMISE OF 
SPACE 
One does not have to be very 
old to remember when it was a 
minor miracle for a rocket to 
leave its launching pad suc­ 
cessfully So far have we come 
in two short decades that the 
technological feat of sending a 
complex array of instruments 
across hundreds of millions of 
miles of space to land on another 
planted is taken for granted 
But that is the way it has 
always been 
When Orville Wright soared 
120 feet in 1903 in the first 
powered aircraft, that was a 
m iracle 
Today, 
the daily 
transoceanic flights of sleek jets 
transporting 
thousands 
of 
people is routine 
When Russia orbited the first 
artificial satellite in 1957, that 
was a miracle 
Today, 
the 
launching of yet another com 
munications or weather satellite 
scarcely rates notice in the 
newspapers 
We can see the 
entire 
North American con­ 
tinent and its changing cloud 
patterns 
every 
night 
on 
television and think nothing of it 
The fact that men have left their 
footprints on the moon is almost 
ancient history 
The discovery of one of the 
Viking probes of evidence of life 
on Mars would, no doubt do 
much to shake the public out of 
the “apathy" of which some 
NASA 
scientists 
have 
com­ 
plained That would be another 
miracle 
But even then, proof that 
organic molecules or organic 
processes similar to those on 
earth are present on another 
planet would quickly come to be 
accepted 
What 
would 
be 
significant 
about 
such 
a 
discovery would not be the 
discovery itself nor the impetus 
it would give to space ex 
ploration It would be the subtle 
yet profound influence it would 
have over the long range on 
man's view of himself and his 
place in the universe, just as 
what was significant about the 
Wright biplane and Sputnik I 
were the new doors they opened 
for human adventure 
The odds are great, however, 
that we will never find life in this 
solar system 
certainly not 
intelligent 
life, 
though 
few 
scientists can bring themselves 
to believe that out of all the 
billions 
upon 
billions 
of 
suspected planets in just our 
own 
galaxy, 
sentient, 
self- 
conscious life has a riser on only 
one 
It really doesn’t matter One 
thing we can be sure of is that 
there will one day be life outside 
the earth because men will take 
it there 
slowly, hesitantly, but 


inevitably. There are worlds 
enough, and time 
Space is, 
indeed, the "new ocean" of 
which John F Kennedy spoke 
and we have fairly embarked 
upon it There can be no turning 
back 
The next century will be the 
great age of colonization of 
earth's immediate vicinity and 
its nearer neighbors in space 
First, 
permanently 
manned 
satellites in earth orbit, then a 
gigantic 
habitat 
suspended 
between earth and the moon, 
later the first human visitation 
to Mars and a permanent colony 
on the planet, along with ex­ 
ploration of all the planets 
Beyond that we enter the

of 
science 
fiction: 
planetary 
engineering 
to 
remake the airless moon and

In passing the $104 billion 
defense appropriations bill the

To say that the B- 1 is con­ 
troversial is to put it mildly. 
Since the initial contract was 
signed in 1969- 70 with Rockwell 
International, 
the 
plane’s 
designer, cost of the bomber has 
soared from around $32 million a 
copy to an estimated $88 million, 
reports 
B arron's 
financial 
weekly. 
Total 
cost 
of 
the 
program, 
including 
research 
and development, has jumped 
from about $10 billion six years 
ago to $23 billion today, and 
some critics say it could 
eventually cost $100 billion 
Not only that, but the plane as 
now blueprinted is less than the 
aircraft proposed in the late 
1960s to replace the nation's 
aging fleet of B- 52s It is slower 
(1.6 times the speed of sound 
versus twice the speed of sound 
in the original specifications), 
heavier by 30,000 pounds and 
thus more expensive to operate 
and with a shorter range, and 
operationally deficient. 
In the three prototypes that 
have been built so far, at a cost 
of $1 billion each, it has been 
discovered 
that 
the 
plane's 
secondary power system for 
faster takeoffs is faulty, 
it 
suffers excessive buffeting and 
vibration at high speeds, its 
wing flaps and slats have failed 
to extend properly in all tests, its 
engine blades have cracked 
under high heat and access 
doors have occasionally popped 
off, among other problems 
These 
difficulties 
are 
not 
"mere kinks" that need to be 
ironed out but are faults in the 
integral features of the air­ 
craft’s design, says Barron’s. 
All this, plus doubts about the 
need for a new manned bomber 
in an age of strategic missiles, 
has led some critics to urge that 
the B -1 be dropped forthwith so 
that the nation can cut its costs 
But even if the B- 1 program 
were to be scrapped today, it 
would cost taxpayers

COLMA, Calif. - (NEA) - 
The legend of Wyatt Earp 
doesn’t jibe with the simple 
letters notched in the dark 
marble stone, which is tilted 
slightly off the ground and en­ 
cased in concrete so that 
nobody’ll steal it. 
Underneath it lie the ashes 
of the notorious gunslinger of 
the Old West — in a Jewish 
cemetery on a hillside in the 
fog belt just south of San 
Francisco. 
“Wyatt Earp 
1848-1929 
Josephine Earp 
1861-1944” 
Wyatt Earp, who along with 
his brothers Morgan and 
Virgil and consumptive Doc 
Holliday shot it out with the 
Clanton gang at the O.K. 
Corral (Oct. 26, 1881), should 
— to fit history — be buried in 
some place like Tombstone or 
Deadwood or Dodge City. 
But here on this sunny In­ 
dian summer day — in the 
well-tended Hills of Eternity 
cemetery — you find out that 
Wyatt Earp lived to the ripe 
old age of 81 and died with his 
boots off, and that for the ages 
he reposes in the company of 
the Marcus family, his Jewish 
in-laws. 
Maury Fitzgerald, a pipe- 
smoking English professor at 
the College of San Mateo, led 
this pilgrimage to the grave of 
Wyatt Berry Stapp Earp, who 
was a buffalo hunter, rode

Dr. Lamb 
Mumps can 
cause sterility 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
21 and my husband is 33. When 
my husband was 15 he caught 
the mumps and they went 
down in one testicle. We have 
been married for two years 
and 
h a v e b e e n 
tr y in g 
desperately to conceive a 
baby and I have had no luck. 
About a year ago my hus­ 
band went to see his doctor 
about it and he told him this 
did not mean he was sterile 
(as we had thought). It just 
meant our chances of conceiv­ 
ing would be smaller and that 
all of our children would be of 
the sam e sex. 
A year and half has passed 
and still I’m not able to get 
pregnant. I have a child by a 
previous marriage. What I’d 
really like to know is. what 
are our chances of having a 
baby? 
DEAR READER - It is 
true that mumps that involve 
the testicles can cause a man 
to be sterile. However, many 
times the man recovers en­ 
tirely and he is just as able as 
the next man to father 
children 
The involvement of only one 
testicle would suggest that the 
other one would be normal. In 
fact, as occurs with many 
paired organs the uninvolved 
one may enlarge to compen­ 
sate for the weak one. We see 
this in people with one kidney, 
for example, the other kidney 
may be larger than normal. 
There is absolutely nothing 
to the statement that all your 
children will be of the same 
sex. A man does not produce 
sperm for male children from 
one testicle and fem ales from 
another That is about as far­ 
fetched as the city kid’s idea 
that one teat of a cow is for 
chocolate milk, another for 
cream, another for buttermilk 
and the last for whole milk. I 
am sure you have m is­ 
understood what the doctor 


said. 
There is only one good way 
to find out what your chances 
of having a baby really are. 
Your husband should have a 
sperm count. If he has suf­ 
ficient or even a borderline 
amount of healthy sperm cells 
the chances of your having a 
baby 
a r e p r e tty g o o d . 
Sometimes improvement in 
overall m edical conditions 
can improve a person’s fertili­ 
ty — male or female. Men or 
women low in thyroid may 
benefit from thyroid medica­ 
tion. There is also som e 
evidence now that men will 
benefit from taking the fertili­ 
ty pill often used in women 
who do not ovulate. This 
w ould probably be m ost 
applicable to the man with 
some but not enough healthy 
sperm cells. Apparently the 
fertility pills stimulate an in­ 
creased production of sperm 
in the male just as they in­ 
crease the production or 
r e le a s e o f ova fro m a 
woman’s ovaries. 


And to increase the sperm 
count somewhat, if there are 
healthy sperm, it is well to 
limit the attempts to get preg­ 
nant to every other night 
When a doctor does a sperm 
count he wants a specimen 
after abstinence for two or 
three days. Why? To get the 
best specimen with the most 
healthy sperm cells. For 
pregnancy it is b est to 
produce an equally optimal 
specimen. The sperm cells 
live for two to three days in 
the womb. 
Finally, don’t overlook the 
possibility that even though 
you have had one child that 
you may not be as fertile as 
you once were. 
Impotence can be caused by 
d i s e a s e s a n d h o r m o n e 
deficiencies but most often 
from psychological factors.

Damaged by firebomb 
Workmen repair JFK 
birthplace for opening 


BROOKLINE, Mass. (API - 
From the horsehair plaster in 
the kitchen to the wallpaper in 
the bedroom, workmen ara put­ 
ting the finishing touches on re­ 
pairs at the birthplace of the 
late John F Kennedy to get it 
ready to reopen to the public. 
The restored home on Beals 
Street was damaged the night 
of Sept. 9, 1975, the day Bos­ 
ton’s public schools opened for 
a second year of court-ordered 
busing. An arsonist’s firebomb 
crashed through the kitchen 
door at the rear of the house. 
Nov. 15 is the target date for 
the reopening of the two-story 
house as a historic site. 
The physical restoration con­ 
tinued into October, according 
to John Heath, the National 
Park Service ranger overseeing 
the work. Then came the house- 
cleaning. 


The fire left the kitchen a 
charred ruin. The rest of the 
house, spared from flames by 
the quick response of fire­ 
fighters, was damaged by heat 
and smoke. 


The arsonist apparently also 


spray-painted the words “Bus 
Teddy” on a sidewalk in front 
of the house, in a reference to 
the late president’s brother, 
U.S. Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
a supporter of the busing pro­ 
gram 
Heath said chemicals 
were used to erase the slogan. 
The president’s parents — 
Rose and Joseph Kennedy — 
moved into the house in 1914. 
Four 
of their children, 
in­ 
cluding the future president, 
were born there. The family 
moved to New York in 1921. 
The house passed through 
about six owners before the 
Kennedy family bought it back 
in 1966 and deeded it to the fed­ 
eral 
government. 
The park 
service dedicated the site in 
1969. 
The kitchen furnishings, se­ 
lected with Rose Kennedy’s ad­ 
vice in order to recreate condi­ 
tions when the family lived 
there, 
were 
not 
authentic 
pieces. Heath said none of the 
genuine 
Kennedy furnishings 
were lost in the fire. 
All the articles of furniture 
had to be cleaned afterward, 
but the unfortunate incident 


gave officials the chance to as­ 
sess the landmark fully. 
“The fire gave us an oppor­ 
tunity to have a professional 
analysis of the home done,” 
said Heath. “We went back to 
the original layers of paint to 
see exactly what kind was 
used.” 
The fire also revealed a china 
hutch in the wall between the 
kitchen and dining room. “No 
one even knew it was there. It 
must have been covered over 
years ago,” said Heath. 
"The original plaster in the 
kitchen was made with horse­ 
hair,” said Heath of another 
post-fire discovery. “They don’t 
make it that way nowadays. In 
order to replaster the kitchen, 
we had to go to Suffolk Downs 
racetrack to purchase horse­ 
hair, and then we had to find 
someone old enough to have 
worked with it.” 


A craftsman with experience 
in working horsehair plaster, 
which resists cracking with the 
settling of walls, was located in 
Boston and another historic de­ 
tail was preserved. 
Expanded evening news 
at NBC, ABC is dead 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
idea of an expanded evening 
news show is dead at NBC and 
ABC. But it still is kicking 
around at CBS, a top corporate 
official at that emporium says. 
“We’re not printing banners 
or campaigning, but it’s still 
alive," says John A. Schneider, 
head of the CBS Broadcast 
Group, which inns the com­ 
pany’s radio and TV networks 
and the CBS-owned stations. 
He spoke by phone from New 
York this week shortly after 
ABC became the second of the 
three television networks to 
shelve the idea of lengthening 
its half-hour nightly newcasts 
to 45 minutes or an hour 
NBC shelved its plans on Oct. 
21. NBC and ABC both cited 
near-unanimous affiliate opposi­ 
tion as the main reason for 
their actions. 
Schneider, in saying the idea 
of 
a 
longer “CBS Evening 
News” still was under consider­ 
ation, said no decision has been 
made on whether CBS actually 


will or won t adopt a longer for­ 
mat. 
He said any decision depends 
on a number of things, and 
“ what I’m doing is keeping my 
own counsel because with the 
other two (networks) already 
having committed themselves 
to something, it leaves me with 
all kinds of competitive latitude 
here." 
Industry observers say most 
affiliates oppose longer nightly 
network news shows because 
such take time they want for 
their own local news and enter­ 
tainment programs which can 
earn them great local advertis­ 
ing revenue 
Schneider says that view is 
correct, but too simplistic 
The question of advertising 
revenue, he says, could be han­ 
dled simply by offering the af­ 
filiates all the commercial time 
available in the expanded part 
oi 
a 
nightly network 
news 
show. 
But to do a 45- minute or 
hour-long network news show, 


he added, one has to consider 
the Federal Communications 
Commission’s prime-time ac­ 
cess rule limiting what net­ 
works can air in the early eve­ 
ning. 


For example, he said, the 
rule says “the only way you 
can go beyond 7 p.m. (EST) for 
a news broadcast is if it’s pre­ 
ceded by a one-hour local news­ 
cast 


“Obviously, you aren’t going 
to go 45 minutes or an hour 
(with a network news show) 
starting at 7 p.m.” 
You’d have to start earlier, 
which stations wouldn't like, he 
added, because it’d force a con^ 
traction in length or a shift in, 
starting time of a local new^ 
show viewers expect at a cer­ 
tain hour each night. 
CBS in September 1963 be­ 
came the first network to ex­ 
pand its nightly news from 15 
to 30 minutes NBC did it later 
that month, with ABC delaying 
expansion until January 1967.

M umps can 
cause sterility

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
21 and my husband is 33 When 
my husband was 15 he caught 
the mumps and they went 
down in one testicle. We have 
been married for two years 
and h ave b een tr y in g 
desperately to conceive a 
baby and I have had no luck 
About a year ago my hus­ 
band went to see his doctor 
about it and he told him this 
did not mean he was sterile 
(as we had thought» It just 
meant our chances of concetv- 
ing would be smaller and that 
all of our children would be of 
the same sex 
A year and half has passed 
and still I'm not able to get 
pregnant I have a child by a 
previous marriage What I'd 
really like to know is. what 
are our chances of having a 
baby? 
DEAR READER - It is 
true that mumps that involve 
the testicles can cause a man 
to be sterile However, many 
times the man recovers en­ 
tirely and he is just as able as 
the next man to father 
children 
The involvement of only one 
testicle would suggest that the 
other one would be normal In 
fact, as occurs with many 
paired organs the uninvolved 
one may enlarge to compen­ 
sate for the weak one We see 
this in people with one kidney, 
for example, the other kidney 
may be larger than normal 
There is absolutely nothing 
to the statement that all your 
children will be of the same 
sex A man does not produce 
sperm for male children from 
one testicle and females from 
another That is about as far­ 
fetched as the city kid s idea 
that one teat of a cow is for 
chocolate milk, another for 
cream, another for buttermilk 
and the last for whole milk I 
am sure you have m is­ 
understood what the doctor 


said 
There is only one good way 
to find out what your chances 
of having a baby really are 
Your husband should have a 
sperm count If he has suf­ 
ficient or even a borderline 
amount of healthy sperm cells 
the chances of your having a 
baby are p retty good 
Sometimes improvement in 
overall medical conditions 
can improve a person’s fertili­ 
ty — male or female Men or 
women low in thyroid may 
benefit from thyroid medica­ 
tion 
There is also some 
evidence now that men will 
benefit from taking the fertili­ 
ty pill often used in women 
who do not ovulate. This 
would probably be most 
applicable to the man with 
some but not enough healthy 
sperm cells Apparently the 
fertility pills stimulate an in 
creased production of sperm 
in the male just as they in­ 
crease the production or 
r e le a s e of ova from a 
woman's ovaries 


And to increase the sperm 
count somewhat, if there are 
healthy sperm, it is well to 
limit the attempts to get preg 
nant to every other night 
When a doctor does a sperm 
count he wants a specimen 
after abstinence for two or 
three days Why*’ To get the 
best specimen with the most 
healthy sperm cells 
For 
pregnancy it is best to 
produce an equally optimal 
specimen. The sperm cells 
live for two to three days in 
the womb 
Finally, don’t overlook the 
possibility that even though 
you have had one child that 
you may not be as fertile as 
you once were 
Impotence can be caused by 
d i s e a s e s and h o r m o n e 
deficiencies but most often 
from psychological factors

birthplace for opening 


BROOKLINE, Mass. (AP) - 
From the horsehair plaster in 
the kitchen to the wallpaper in 
the bedroom, workmen ara put­ 
ting the finishing touches on re­ 
pairs at the birthplace of the 
late John F Kennedy to get it 
ready to reopen to the public. 
The restored home on Beals 
Street was dam aged the night 
of Sept. 9. 1975, the day Bos­ 
ton’s public schools opened for 
a second year of court-ordered 
busing An arsonist's firebomb 
crashed 
through 
the kitchen 
door at the rear of the house. 
Nov. 15 is the target date for 
the reopening of the two-story 
house as a historic site 
The physical restoration con­ 
tinued into October, according 
to John Heath, the National 
P ark Service ranger overseeing 
the work Then cam e the house- 
cleaning 


The fire left the kitchen a 
charred ruin. The rest of the 
house spared from flames by 
the

response 
of 
fire­ 
fighters, was damaged by heat 
and smoke 


The arsonist apparently also 


spray-painted the words “ Bus 
Teddy’’ on a sidewalk in front 
of the house, in a reference to 
the late president’s brother, 
U.S. Sen Edw ard M Kennedy, 
a supporter of the busing pro­ 
gram 
Heath said chem icals 
were used to erase the slogan. 
The president’s parents — 
Rose and Joseph Kennedy — 
moved into the house in 1914. 
Four 
of 
their 
children,

were born there 
The family 
moved to New York in 1921. 
The house passed through 
about six owners before the 
Kennedy family bought it back 
in 1966 and deeded it to the fed­

The kitchen furnishings, se­ 
lected with Rose Kennedy’s ad­ 
vice in order to recreate condi­ 
tions when the family lived 
there,

pieces Heath said none of the

Kennedy 
furnishings 
were lost in the fire. 
All the articles of furniture 
had to be cleaned afterw ard, 
but 
the unfortunate incident 


gave officials the chance to as­ 
sess the landm ark fully. 
“The fire gave us an oppor­ 
tunity to have a professional 
analysis of the home done," 
said Heath “ We went back to 
the original layers of paint to 
see exactly 
what 
kind 
was 
used." 


The fire also revealed a china 
hutch in the wall between the 
kitchen and dining room. “ No 
one even knew it was there. It 
must have been covered over 
years ago.” said Heath 
“ The original plaster in the 
kitchen was m ade with horse­ 
hair," said Heath of another 
post-fire discovery. "They don't 
m ake it that way nowadays In 
order to replaster the kitchen, 
we had to go to Suffolk Downs 
racetrack to purchase horse­ 
hair, and then we had to find 
someone old enough to have 
worked with it.” 


A craftsm an with experience 
in working horsehair plaster, 
which resists cracking with the 
settling of walls, was located in 
Boston and another historic de­ 
tail was preserved

Expanded evening news 
at NBC, ABC is dead 


LOS ANGELES (AIM - The 
idea of an expanded evening 
news show is dead at NBC and 
ABC 
But it still is kicking 
around at CBS, a top corporate 
official at that emporium says 
“ W ere not printing banners 
or campaigning, but it's still 
alive," says John A Schneider, 
head of 
the CBS Broadcast 
Group, which runs the com 
pany’s radio and TV networks 
and the CBS-owned stations 
He spoke by phone from New 
York this week shortly after 
ABC becam e the second of the 
three 
television networks 
to 
shelve the idea of lengthening 
its half hour nightly newcasts 
to 45 minutes or an hour 
NBC shelved its plans on Oct. 
21. NBC and ABC both cited 
near-unanimous affiliate opposi- 
tion as the main reason for 
their actions 
Schneider, in saying the idea 
of 
a 
longer 
“CBS 
Evening 
News" still was under consider­ 
ation. said no decision has been 
m ade on whe^ner CBS actually 


will or won’t adopt a longer for­ 
mat. 
He said any decision depends 
on a num ber of things, and 
"w hat I'm doing is keeping my 
own counsel because with the 
other two 
networks) already 
having comm itted them selves 
to something, it leaves me with 
all kinds of competitive latitude 
here " 
Industry observers say most 
affiliates oppose longer nightly 
network news shows because 
such take tim e they want for 
their own local news and en ter­ 
tainm ent programs which can 
earn them great local advertis­ 
ing revenue 
Schneider says that view is 
correct, but too simplistic 
The question of advertising 
revenue, he says, could tie han­

WASHINGTON — (NEA) As we head toward a new four- 
year term in the presidency and a new Congress, it becomes 
more clear each day how little the man in the White House and 
the Congress can do. Regardless of the philosophy of the men 
in power. 
The president can propose. The Congress can vote laws. But 
recessions run their course. Competition forces prices down or 
it doesn’t. Men and women look to the future with hope, start 
new businesses, invest or expand — or they don’t. 
If the president’s pronouncements and the lawmakers’ 
edicts suit the mood or the morality of the times, then men 
and women move slowly and painfully into a new era in race 
relations. But if the mood of the times is not identical with the 
new laws, the law fails, as with Prohibition. Men find 
loopholes, as in the payment of taxes — all quite legally — or 
in the evasion of the spirit of election laws. 
The best a president and a Congress can do then is to sense 
the mood of the nation, and make laws to fit it that are consis- 
■ tent with their own ideals. When they’re right, as were the 
men who developed the white — or yellow — stripes down the 
center of highways to prevent accidents, they hit the jackpot. 
Otherwise, as happened in the most recent period of price and 
■wage controls, they so distort the picture, in this case the 
economic picture, that grave injuries are inflicted on many. 
Recovery becomes slow and painful. 
There are observers who suggest, not wholly in jest, that it 
might be better for us all if Congress were to take a two-year 
holiday, give us time to digest and adjust somewhat to the 
mass of laws already on the books. 
Already, there are so many laws, of such complication, it is 
impossible, I suspect, for any human being to go through a day 
without breaking several. I have heard a public official brag 
as much; he bet a group of average people he could catch any 
one of them breaking a law if they’d allow him to follow them 
around for an hour or so. 
Visitors to our country, brought here under President 
Truman’s Point Four program, came away with the thought 
that American industrial superiority lay not in superior equip­ 
ment or in our inventiveness, or even in our abundance of 
resources, but rather that it came about because of something 
they could only define as the American spirit, the relationship 
of worker and boss, of worker and worker, and the goals set by 
each worker within himself. 
These are not things set by presidential decrees or by con­ 
gressional laws. 
In fact, I suspect that the more government looks over our 
shoulder with laws which spell out what we must do down to 
the smallest details of daily life, the more of our funds it 
takes, the more it details how and what farmers and manufac­ 
turers shall produce, or creates laws which determine who 
shall work, the more it tends to destroy that spirit which is our 
glory and our salvation. 
Certainly we need laws to protect the weak from the strong, 
to aid the sick and the helpless, to discourage crime, to assist 
education and promote the general welfare. 
But there’s a limit. And I, for one, believe that limit has 
been reached.

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) As we head toward a new four- 
year term in the presidency and a new Congress, it becomes 
more clear each day how little the man in the White House and 
the Congress can do Regardless of the philosophy of the men 
in power. 
The president can propose. The Congress can vote laws. But 
recessions run their course Competition forces prices down or 
it doesn’t. Men and women look to the future with hope, start 
new businesses, invest or expand — or they don’t. 
If the president’s pronouncements and the lawmakers’ 
edicts suit the mood or the morality of the times, then men 
and women move slowly and painfully into a new era in race 
relations. But if the mood of the times is not identical with the 
new laws, the law fails, as with Prohibition 
Men find 
loopholes, as in the payment of taxes — all quite legally — or 
in the evasion of the spirit of election laws 
The best a president and a Congress can do then is to sense 
the mood of the nation, and make laws to fit it that are consis­ 
tent with their own ideals. When they’re right, as were the 
men who developed the white — or yellow — stripes down the 
center of highways to prevent accidents, they hit the jackpot 
Otherwise, as happened in the most recent period of price and 
wage controls, they so distort the picture, in this case the 
economic picture, that grave injuries are inflicted on many. 
Recovery becomes slow and painful. 
There are observers who suggest, not wholly in jest, that it 
might be better for us all if Congress were to take a two-year 
holiday, give us time to digest and adjust somewhat to the 
mass of laws already on the books 
Already, there are so many laws, of such complication, it is 
impossible, I suspect, for any human being to go through a day 
without breaking several I have heard a public official brag 
as much, he bet a group of average people he could catch any 
one of them breaking a law if they’d allow him to follow them 
around for an hour or so 
Visitors to our country, brought here under President 
Truman's Point Four program, came away with the thought 
that American industrial superiority lay not in super ior equip­ 
ment or in our inventiveness, or even in our abundance of 
resources, but rather that it came about because of something 
they could only define as the American spirit, the relationship 
of worker and boss, of worker and worker, and the goals set by 
each worker within himself 
These are not things set by presidential decrees or by con­ 
gressional laws. 
In fact, I suspect that the more government looks over our 
shoulder with laws which spell out what we must do down to 
the smallest details of daily life, the more of our funds it 
takes, the more it details how and what farmers and manufac­ 
turers shall produce, or creates laws which determine who 
shall work, the more it tends to destroy that spirit which is our 
glory and our salvation 
Certainly we need laws to protect the weak from the strong, 
to aid the sick and the helpless, to discourage crime, to assist 
education and promote the general welfare 
But there’s a limit. And I, for one, believe that limit has 
been reached 
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Broken Ballots

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
televised debates between Ger­ 
ald Ford and Jimmy Carter 
benefited Carter more than the 
President, apparently by giving 
the voters a better idea where 
he stands on major issues. 
But an Associated Press sur­ 
vey of voters on election day 
found the debates dispelled only 
part of the voteru’ confusion on 
Carter’s position on abortion 
and did not wipe out concerns 
about his fuzziness on issues. 
The debates exerted less in­ 
fluence on Ford voters, but 
they also apparently helped ex­ 
pand 
supporters’ 
knowledge 
about his stands on issues. 
The AP survey was con­ 
ducted on Nov. 2 at 100 scien­ 
tifically 
selected 
precincts 
across the country, ranging 
from several in New York City 
to those in remote rural areas. 
In a unique cooperative effort, 
reporters from AP member 
newspapers and broadcast sta­ 
tions joined AP staffers and 
stringers 
to 
do 
the 
inter­ 
viewing. 
Asked how much influence 
the debate had on their decision 
who to vote for, 44 per cent of 
the Carter supporters said the 
portions of the debates they 
watched had a "great deal" or 
"some” influence on their deci­ 
sion. 


By contrast, only 36 per cent 
of the Ford voters said the de­ 
bates they watched had swayed 
their decision to that degree. 
Over-all, agreement with the 
candidate on the issues was the 
reason cited most by all the 
voters in their decision who to 
vote for. And the poll found 
that they knew far more about 
the candidates when they voted 
than they had in May. 
Each of the 2,487 voters inter­ 
viewed by the AP survey was 
asked where the candidate they 
voted for stood on four major 
issues — government-guaran­ 
teed 
jobs, 
an 
antiabortion 
amendment, more money for 
national defense and national 
health insurance. 
On all four issues, more sup­ 
porters of each man named his 
position correctly than named 
it incorrectly. 
The margins were as large as 
the 70 per cent to 18 per cent 
edge by which Carter voters 
said he supports comprehensive 
national health insurance and 
the 70 per cent to 23 per cent 
bulge by which Ford backers 
said he opposes the fed«al gov­ 
ernment guaranteeing jobs for 
all those who want them. 
When broken down into those 
who watched the debates and 
those who did not, Carter vot­ 
ers who watched the debates 


were from five to nine points 
more likely to name his posi­ 
tion correctly than those who 
did not watch the debates. 


Ford backers who watched 
the debates were even more 
well versed — naming the 
President’s position correctly 
more often by a 9-tp 13-point 
margin over thse who did not. 
These findings do not prove 
the debates were the source of 
the information on the candi­ 
dates. For one thing, thoee who 
watched the debates tended to 
be the better educated voters, 
who are expected to have a bet­ 
ter idea of candidates’ posi­ 
tions. But education cannot ac­ 
count for all of the variation 
found by the survey, leaving 
the debates as a major factor. 
But the survey also found 
that Carter is still viewed as 
fuzzy on the issues. 


About one out of five of his 
own supporters agreed that 
"it’s hard to know where he 
stands on the issues" and 35 
per cent more said there was 
no difference between Carter 
and Ford on that trait.
